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AGRICULTURAL SUMMARY': Utah saw scattered moisture last week, with 24 out of 34 weather stations reporting 0.02 inches or
more of precipitation, according to the Mountain Regional Field Office of the National Agricultural Statistics Service, USDA. Corn
harvested for grain is currently at 80 percent complete. Cattle and calves and sheep and lambs are receiving more supplemental feed
due to the drought conditions. Pasture and range continues to be in poor condition due to the lack of moisture. Box Elder County reports
a storm came through the eastern half of the county and about half the livestock are receiving supplemental feed. Garfield and Kane
Counties are reporting persistent drought conditions. Hay and roughage supplies were rated 8 percent very short, 23 percent short, and
69 percent adequate. Stock water supplies were rated 8 percent very short, 43 percent short, and 49 percent adequate.

Note: This report concludes the weekly crop progress report for 2018. Next year’s Utah weekly report will begin in April 2019.

Monthly reports will be released for December on Wednesday, January 2, 2019; for January on Monday, January 28, 2019; for February
on Monday, February 25, 2019; and for March on Monday, March 25, 2019.
